Whilst we commit to investigating all of the reported horses, the majority except 2, 
have been retired for more than approximately 12 months from a racing stable or 
have raced and have been domiciled in an interstate jurisdiction. Accordingly, most 
horses have been re-homed within a pleasure environment for at least 12 months 
after retirement, with many being for much longer. 
















Whilst we are unable to agree that the horses have ended up in knackeries due to 
having insufficient time at this point to made any factual findings, even if it was 
established that the 2 horses under Racing NSW’s jurisdiction were sent to a 
knackery, I point out that 2 horses in the approximately 3500 NSW horses that were 
retired is an extremely low figure (less than !4%). 


In respect to the horses sent to the Camden sale, Racing NSW has in fact refused 
the licence of Mr Scott Wade (trainer or Bells Creek & Glen Appin) on welfare 
grounds, demonstrating the approach we have to horse welfare.
